$12,115.00 in 1933. Tuition fees show¬ 
ed an increase of $507.80 over 1932. 
Payments were cut from $18,350.03 
in 1932 to $15,846.08 in 1933. The 
report, after due consideration was 
accepted by the meeting on motion of 
D.'McCliment. 

The secretary read the inspector’s 
reports and all were favorable, show¬ 
ing the students were making satis¬ 
factory progress. The reports were 
accepted by the meeting.

During these past years when the lives of 
European peoples have been darkened, and distorted by 
the constant overhang of battle and carnage, we have 
walked free and unafraid. 

There are times when we feel that we have all too lit¬ 
tle to be thankful for. But at least we have unceasing 
cause (or gratitude in the breadth and sweep of Canada, 
in the friendliness of our only, neighbor, and our relative 
freedom from plotting and intrigue. This freedpm must 
have developed a\ outlook, characteristic'of this'contin¬ 
ent that is perhapKopt sufficiently realised in Europe. 
We are loath to be swept into hates and feuds which only 
demoralize the real business of living. 

Possibly we are not always alive to the security of our 
relationship with United States—a-relationship that for 
over 100 years has bound the two countries in sympathy 
and understanding. We have inter-married, moved freely- 
to and fro from country to country, welcomed each oth¬ 
er’s people as permanent citizens. There are bonds of 
kinship and mutual aims, that cannot be broken, and so 
far as actual conflict is concerned, no possibility could be 
more remote. 

While we do not disregard the perils of possible war, 
and while the appeal to Canadians to keep themselves in¬ 
formed on diplomatic questions, is very timely, yet we 
can never cease to give thanks that with tne world .in its 
present turmoil, we are situated as happily as we are.

and it is felt that it will be only a matter ot time till the 
governments realize that their people might be much 
more profitably and usefully occupied in growing other 
commodities than wheat. At any moment also, the na 
tions may experience a change of heart in tariff madness 

a change that would alter Canada's wheat position 
overnight. 

The same speaker, however, in touching on Sweden’s 
economic and industrial program was impressed with the 
stability and solidity of conditions. The maintenance of 
parity as amongst commodity prices, is readjusted as 
need arises. The co-operative systems have been develop¬ 
ed to a high degree of efficiency. There have been prac¬ 
tically no wage cuts in any industrial lines, aqd it would 
seem that Sweden stands out as an example of stability 
in a storm-tossed world. 

Australia also appears to have worked out successful 
plans for restoration of agricultural"prosperity. 

With such countries apparently surmounting difficul¬ 
ties somewhat similar to those in Canada, it would seem 
advisable that the Canadian Government would make a 
thorough study of methods that have brought recovery to 
countries situated similarly to our own;— -

HONORED FDR BRAVERY 


Hon. H. H. Stevens, Minister of Trade and Commerce, 
has been gathering both admirers and enemies in the last 
two weeks. There is no quality so much admired at the 
present moment as valor. Diplomacy is all very well,, 
stability is a cold virtue, but the leading citizen who di¬ 
vorces himself from self-interest, who challenges the 
wealth and power of the country on behalf of the masses, 
is a ntair who rouses admiration and confidence. He 
strikes fire. *— 

Mr. Stevens some time ago defied the gods when he 
warned the packing houses and similar interests against 
sapping the very life of Cartada.- More recently he gave 
his attention to sweat shop conditions, and the welfare of 
the ismtjll retailer. He went to Toronto right into the 
heart of big business to make his attack, warning that 
“unethical trading practice might be the ruin of industry 
in general.” Amongst "glaring abuses” which lie speci¬ 
fied were “the practice of mass buying by department 
and chain stores, ar.d the use of this power to the de¬ 
struction of the-small retailer; the extent to which the 
meat packing industry is responsible for the low price of 
beef to the farmer; the organization by the flour milling 
industry of bread baking subsidiaries of “nation-wide ex¬ 
tent, thus crushing competition; introduction of sweat 
shop practices in the clothing industry; the practices of 
clothing manufacturers in selling goods at prices which 
forbid decent remuneration to employees, thus driving 
scores of manufacturers out of business who believe in 
decent wages and practices.” 

Mr. Stevens in this uncloaking of “glaring abuses” 
which are ruining Canadian prosperity,, has shown a fa¬ 
miliarity with actual living, which inspires the country 
wth hope. 

Recognizing these abuses, will something be done to 
curb them. The N.R.A. in United States has attacked 
competitive underselling, sweat shops and such evils, as 
being destructive to any recovery. The fact that a Min¬ 
ister of the Government openly decries these harmful in¬ 
fluences in Canadian industrial life, gives hope that ac¬ 
tion may be taken at Ottawa. Mr. Stevens ranks in the 
minds of many as a Daniel, whose courage is heartening.

Not many of u? would (feel any great enthusiasm if con 
fronted with the comments which we made, and the opin¬ 
ions which we held twenty years ago. Most of us have 
found reason for changing our minds on a good many sub 
jects. So it is with a comfortable feeling th^t we turn to 
the “Observations," made by R. J. C. Stead in the Times 
of 1913. These observations have for the most part, a 
bearing on conditions of the present, and are invariably 
characterized by good judgment. 

In January 1913, he comment/ upon the natural gas, 
which was on the eve of development in Turner Valley. 
He says: “Natural gas is one of the great assets of Alber¬ 
ta, which exists in seemingly inexhaustible quantities, 
for that reason, there is grave danger that the supply 
will be exhausted by waste and reckless use. It is a pe¬ 
culiar fact of history that wherever there is a resource 
seemingly inexhaustible, the people proceed promptly to 
exhaust it. The forests of Ontario, the fishing industry, 
even the fertility of the soil have all been subject to 
man s abuse. And of nothing is this more true than not- 
ural gas. There are many instances to indicate the-poli¬ 
cy of waste prevailing in times of plenty. 

“To my mind a great mistake has been made in hand¬ 
ling the gas resources of Alberta. These great fields were 
placed in the earth not for the enrichment of one or two 
companies, or the booming of favorably located cities, but 
for the use of the people now and for generations to come 

"Cheap gas furnished to certain industrial concerns 
does not benefit people as a whole. There is no guarantee 
that it will ever reduce the cost of the commodities pro¬ 
duced by these, industries; and the saving effected by 
cheap power to industries will be pocketed by the com¬ 
panies promoting the industries, either in the form of ex¬ 
tra profits -<>r watered stock. 

“On the other hand if the Government had retained 
ownership of the gas fields, rewarding liberally those who

LIBERAL LEADER 
DEBT ADJUSTMENT 

W. R. Howson, M.L.A. States, His 
Attitude Toward Debt Adjustment 
Act 

* ‘ - 

Referring to the Liberal belief in 
regard to the operation of the Debt 
Adjustment Act, W.R. Hqwsoii, Prov. 
Liberal leader says: 

“We suggest that in addition to 
the provisions of the present Act 
there should be set up in each judic¬ 
ial district a committee which would 
call together the debtor and his cred¬ 
itors and after carefully considering 
the position of the debtor the com¬ 
mittee should "endeavor to arrange 
with the creditors to actually reduce 
their claims, both as to principal and 
interest to a point which would give 
the debtor a good fighting chance to 
actually wipe out the balance of his 
debt in the future without crippliftg 
him in his operations. 

“This appears to us to be a sount, 
policy, and much more advantageous 
to the debtor than simply postponing 
the whole debt and accumulating in¬ 
terest as the Debt Adjustment Act 
does at the present time. 

Do not these supporters of the U. 
F.A. realize that the protection and 
reduction of debts should apply to 
every deserving debtor, whether he 
a farmer, merchant or a mechanic? 
The sooner our people realize that 
the benefits of legislation of this kind 
should apply to all classes and all in¬ 
dustries, the sooner we will be on a 
footing to make progress. Our gov¬ 
ernment should at all times realize 
that every class and every industry 
have identically the same interest in 
the long run.”—Edmonton Bulletin.

Health Unit of Great 
Importance to District 

The ideal ■environment for healthy 
child life, is open fields, fresh air, and 
sunshine. The nearest approach to it 
at the present time is probably found 
in large country estates, where the 
parents can afford to provide every 
requirement of health (food: care, 
protection).As a contrast we have the 
life of children fh the slums of our 
large cities, little room for outdoor 
play,' little fresh air, very little sun¬ 
shine; crowded tenements and the 
parents unable to provide the neces¬ 
sary food and care Yet the cities 
have a much better health record 
than the rural areas, less preventable 
disease and lower death rates. The 
cities have efficient preventive health 
services, and the country has little or 
none. It is this situation which 
prompted the Rockefeller Foundation 
and other beneficent organizations to 
support the rapidly growing tendency 
—prevention. The only object is to 
improve the health of the nation. 

Believing the most important sin¬ 
gle feature in the success of an indi¬ 
vidual and therefore of the nation i~ 
mental and physical health, they in¬ 
stituted country-wide preventive 
health ‘ service. This they conceived 
to be the most effecient method, and 
for this reason the Rockefeller foun¬ 
dation has assisted in the organiza¬ 
tion and financing of many hu; Iren, 
of rural health units in all p; s of 
the world. One of these is the uko- 
toks-High River Health district. 

Fbr the past two and a half years 
this organization has brought to the 
district all those methods of health' 
protection which have been proven to 
prevent illness and save many times 
their cost in money: (1) child welfare 
from the pre-natal stage to High 
School; (2) life extension, the periodic 
examination of adults; (3) sanitation 
(4) M.O.H. service ■ and control of 
communicable diseases; (■>) labora¬ 
tory service; (6) public health educa¬ 
tion. 

The whole service including M.O.H. 
service, has cost the people and the 
district approximately the average 
cost of health officer service alone. 

Disregarding the sentimental side 
of illness prevention, such preventive 
methods have been shown to bring 
cash returns in the saving of illness 
costs. Oftentimes the money expend¬ 
ed in such saving is made to the mun 
icipal governments by efficient health 

officer service, sanitation, control of 
. - • _ * 
infectious diseases and prevention of 

sanitation costs by early detection 
of tuberculosis; and to the -individual 
in early detection of defects and ill¬ 
ness. 

After the end of the three-year 
derrtonstration period the cost of this 
service to the district will be 30 cts. 
per capita.

Increase Consumption 

“Today, consumption,” says the 
writer, “stands at 66 lbs. p»er annum. 
Make it 85 lbs. and 4 the 20 lb. per 
capita increase for 8,000,000 people 
would make an increased demand of 
260,000 head of beef cattle a year.
